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DETAILED ACTION 
1 . The appeal received on 07/ 1 0/2009 has been considered. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1,28,36, and 37 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 1,28,36, and 
37 distinguish over the prior art of record in that the Applicant specifically claims a method of 
administering lottery wagering on a phased competition in which the winning lottery numbers 
are determined by the outcome of a competition involving multiple participants, wherein wagers 
including picking a number from of a group of numbers that are a subset of a set of available 
lottery numbers and randomly associating the multiple participants in the competition with the 
numbers in the set of available lottery numbers. The teaching of the Applicant's claims are 
different from the prior art in that the prior art do not teach the limitation of the wagerers not 
knowing which participants of the multiple participants are associated with the picked numbers 
when they are picked.
